Washington. Jan. 21.—Two opposing 
phases of the Monroe doctrine were 
present in the senate Monday—one from 
the committee on foreign relations, fa­ 
voring a strong reaffirmation of the 
doctrine, and another from Mr. Sewell 
£N. J.), urging that the doctrine had 
been carried so far beyond its scope as 
to threaten dangerous consequences. 
Mr. Davis (Minn.) presented the com­ 
m ittee report as soon as the routine pro­ 
ceedings were disposed of. 
Concurrent resolution relative to the 
assertion and enforcement of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine: 
Resolved, by the senate, the house of 
representatives 
concurring, 
That 
whereas President Monroe in his mes­ 
sage to congress of Dec. 2, Anno Domini 
1823, deemed it proper to assert as a 
principle in which the rights and inter-

was not addressed to foreign na­ 
tions, but was a mere recommendation 
to Congress,which Congress declined at 
the time and had ever since declined 
to accept. The Congress sitting at the 
time of the Monroe message strongly 
opposed the doctrine. Henry Clay of­ 
fered a modified resolution, but it could 
not pass. Lewis Cass referred to the 
doctrine as a dead letter. Mr. Sewell

Jackson, Van Buren, and other 
statesmen on the doctrine, showing the 
constant and successful opposition to 
i t Taking up the Venezuelan question, 
Mr. Sewell pointed out that the presi­ 
dent’s position involved the most ex­ 
treme and dangerous application of the 
doctrine thus far made. 
It was not 
based on the interests of the United 
States, but on the force exerted by a 
strong power against a weak one in 
South America. 
It clearly led to the 
assumption of a protectorate by the 
United States over Mexico and South 
American countries. 
It involved the 
necessity of our preparing ourselves 
with arms and ammunition to execute 
the duties and obligations of such a pro­ 
tectorate. 
Venezuela had been in a state of con­ 
stant turmoil and revolution for twen­ 
ty-five years, said Mr. Sewell. These 
people of the southern republics were 
subject to internal discord and revolu­ 
tion. It behooved the United States to

DISCUSS THE QUESTION. 


Senator* Meet to Consider the Subject 
of Recognition. 
Washington, Jan. 21.—Senators Sher­ 
man, Morgan and Lodge, who consti­ 
tute the subcommittee on Cuban af­ 
fairs of the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions, met yesterday for consultation 
upon the question of recognizing the 
belligerency of the Cuban insurgents. 
The meeting was strictly private, and 
nothing was given out concerning it. 
There is reason for believing that the 
subcommittee has virtually agreed up­ 
on a resolution recommending the rec­ 
ognition of the belligerency of the Cu­ 
bans and that a report to that effect 
will be made to the full committee to­ 
morrow. 
It is possible that the resolu­ 
tion may only go to the extent of ex­ 
pressing sympathy for the Cuban cause, 
and the subcommittee is trying to keep 
its proceedings a close secret. 
There has never been any doubt on 
the port of a majority of the members 
as to the propriety of some recognition 
of the Cuban movement for freedom, 
the only question being as to the wis­ 
dom of taking steps at this time in that 
direction. 
There is a feeling in the 
committee, however, that congress is 
far behind the sentiment of the country

Blank Shot 
Discharged Across the 
Bows of the Tafoa on Account of 
Her Refusal to Stop— Captain WU1 
Not M ake Complaint—Thinks the 
3 Fault His Own. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 21.—The British 
steamer Tafua, Captain Orchard, which 
arrived here yesterday with a cargo of 
iron ore, seven days from St. Jago, re­ 
ports being fired on by a Spanish gun­ 
boat. 
The Tafua was about twenty 
miles east of Kiquire and about three 
miles from the shore when the gunboat 
was seen in pursuit. She ran up sig­ 
nals, and the Tafua, not understanding 
them, proceeded under full steam. The 
gunboat gave chase, and when about 
IOO yards from the British boat sent a 
blank shot across her bows. The cap­ 
tain immediately ran up the British 
ensign, at the sight of which, he says, 
the Spaniard turned tail and steamed 
away. 
Captain Orchard says he will 
not report the m atter to the English 
consul, as he was most likely a t fau lt 
He did not make out the name of the 
gunboat, but thinks it one of five new 
ones recently purchased by Spain.

Wednesday address the senate on Mr. 
Sewell’s resolution placing limitations 
on the Monroe doctrine. 
Mr. Sewell (rep., N. J.) addressed the 
senate on his resolution reciting that 
President Cleveland had extended the 
Monroe 
doctrine 
beyond 
its proper 
^scope, and enunciating 
the principle 
th at the doctrine was for the interest 
of the people of the United States and 
was not an obligation to aid and pro­ 
tect southern republics. The resolution 
recites that the president’s course was 
prem ature and that the Monroe doc­ 
trine does not commit the United States 
to a protectorate of the southern coun­ 
tries. 
Mr. Sewell said the president’s 
Venezuelan message presented ques­ 
tions of most serious import. 
The senator, reading from the mes­ 
sage. said the president clearly desired 
to 
present the contingency of war. 
Throughout the message and the letters 
of the secretary of state the determina­ 
tion was clear to make this construc­ 
tion of the doctrine absolutely Anal and 
conclusive, without reference to results. 
The senator quoted from resolutions 
of congress in 1825 and speeches by 
Mr. Webster showing the exact pur­ 
pose and original scope of the Monroe 
doctrine. 
In 1863 Senator Clayton of 
Delaware pointed out in the sen- 


what steps, if any, had been taken in 
relation to the Bayard speeches at Bos­ 
ton, England, and Edinburgh, Scotland, 
was read.

Vote on the Bond Bill Delmyed Until 
Their Arrival. 
Washington, Jan. 21.—Senator Jones 
of Nevada has not yet given any inti­ 
mation as to what position he might 
finally take upon the house revenue 
tariff bill, now before the finance com­ 
mittee. The committee is a tie without 
his vote, and as nothing can be done 
without his consent, Chairman Morrill 
decided not to call a meeting cf the 
committee for today, notwithstanding 
that it is the committee’s regular meet­ 
ing day. The probabilities are that the 
tariff bill will remain in committee un 
til after the silver substitute for the 
bond bill shall be disposed of. 
It is asserted that it is the purpose of 
the supporters of the bond bill to delay 
a vote until the Utah senators shall ar­ 
rive. They say their reason for press­ 
ing this policy ie the desire to secure 
as large a majority as possible and as 
sert that, as the senate is now com­ 
posed, they have a majority of frpm 
three to five votes.

rors, the ghoul of shadows; and the 
grave has been surrounded w ith se­ 
pulchral gloom and the melancholy 
Insignia of sable trophies, as if the 
m an we loved had been summoned 
from the feast of life for an existence 
w ith the slimy worm of the moulder­ 
ing earth in the blind cave of eternal 
night. 
On the contrary an enlight­ 
ened reason and a Christian philos­ 
ophy teaches us to believe th a t the 
grave is but an exit, and death a jewel 
of the just, th a t lives when all life 
dies.

At eighteen he began teaoh 
ing to gain the means to graduate a t the 
Monroe high school in 1837. 
For two 
years following he taught school a t 
D unkirk, N. Y., and then returning 
to Wisconsin, for two years more he 
tau g h t acceptably in the town of Cen­ 
te r in this county. 
At Center, in the 
fa il of 
1891, he was wedded to the 
partn er of 
his joys and tears, Miss 
Addie Belle Crow, second daughter of 
Calvin S. and Louise V. Crow, well 
know n citizens of 
Rock 
county. 
T heir wedding bells were still ringing 
joyous notes when, w ith the world 
full of 
brightness, they departed to 
spend their honeymoon w ithin the 
classic shades of Ann Arbor, where he 
entered upon the study of medicine, 
and, pursuing the full course of four 
years, graduated w ith distinguished 
honors on the 27th day of lan e last. 
So m arked was his ability in pathol­ 
ogy of certain diseases th a t he was 
often called upon as a member of the 
class to aid Professor Herdman in his 
dem onstrations of nervous diseases. 
T he signal honor was accorded Dr. 
Lynn upon bis graduation, of an ap* 
polntm ent as a member of the faculty 
of th a t time-honored institution, as 
D em onstrator of Nervous Diseases and 
B leetrot hers pen tics. 
Dr. Lynn 
began the practice of 
medicine in Foovilla in September last, 
w ith mush success. 
It is recorded 
th a t during the four months of his 
practice and nearly one hundred eases, 
he lest not a single patient, and per 
form ed several operations requiring 
nerve, skill 
and 
great technical 
know ledge, among whtch was a sue 
c e s tu i operation performed on the 
eyes of O. F. W allihan. 
Du jn g the last tw o years of his 
collage 
life Dr. Lynn became ac­ 
quainted w ith the fact th a t he was 
doubtless to become the victim of the 
deathly 
malady of diabetes. 
He 
fought the destroyer in vain. 
The 
1 hand th a t had soothed his fellow anc 
w ith technical cunning bad unloosed 
th e bars of pain of others could not 
arrest the steady 
progress of the 
enemy who had entered the citadel o 
his own life. 
He surrendered to his 
m aker en the eleventh of January 
1896. 
He wee nor only a 
bright 
scholar but a bright social mind and 
bright mason, an affiliating member 
of the Footville Lodge 
F. 
and 
A 
M. 
He had heard the far cry of the 
■'widows son” and oft times had ex 
tended the relieving hand— but for 
him there was no "ram in the thicket 
no rescuing arg el in the 6ky.” 
The 
last Christmas was spent a t a reunion 
w ith his wife’s family a t Janesville 
and the following New Year’s w ith 
his aged mother a t Monticello, where 
a few days late**he passed on to a new 
life and became a pioneer to smooth 
death’s ragged road and break tho 
bars of terror 
th a t 
nature throw s 
across our pathw ay 
and 
w tic me 
home the loved ones left behind. * * *

East Tennessee, 
but

formed in 1785 a part of North Carolina, 
whose western boundary was the Miss­ 
issippi, were told by the North Carolina 
legislature that they could be independ­ 
ent if they wanted to. Almost impassa­ 
ble mountains separated them from the 
regions east, and they fancied that the 
people living there were regardless of 
their interesL So they formed a gov­ 
ernment for themselves 
and named 
their state after Ben Franklin. Then 
they applied to the congress of the con­ 
federation for recognition, but it was 
slow to act, and North Carolina took 
back her consent to the separation and 
suppressed the state of Franklin by 
force of arms.

Patients and convalescents will take 
comfort in the answer given by Dr. 
Jankau to the question, “May I Smoke, 
Doctor?” an answer quoted with ap­ 
proval by the Lancet. Dr. Jankau says 
that as a general rule there is no need 
to forbid the use of tobacco in surgical 
cases, with the exception of those in­ 
volving the eyes, the abdomen and the 
bladder, and that most of the affections 
w h ere the use of tobacco is injurious 
are just those which cause the patient 
to dislike it; in fact, in these, the disin­ 
clination to smoke is one of the first 
signs that a man is unwell. W ith cer­ 
tain troubles, such as those of the 
throat and pharynx, or cases of peri­ 
tonitis, tobacco should not be used, hut 
the doctor says that it is by no means 
certain that it has anything to do with 
the cancer of the lips or tongue. 
He 
would allow to habitual smokers two or 
three mild cigars even in cases of or­ 
ganic affections of the heart, but would 
exercise great caution in nervous af­ 
fections of that organ and with nervous 
dyspepsia, where the use of cigarettes 
may lead to very serious consequences. 
In pulmonary affections he would en­ 
courage smoking, experiments having 
taught us “the prophylactic and even 
bactericidal action of tobacco on the 
micro-organisms of the mouth and those 
of carbuncle, of typhoid fever and of 
pneumonia, and on the bacilli of tuber­ 
culosis.” Moreover, tobacco smoke dis­ 
infects the mouth, soothes the genital 
nerves and acts favorably on the cen­ 
tral nervous system by its slightly nar­ 
cotic influence. 
Above all it distracts 
the patient’s thoughts from himself and 
his illness, a m atter of great impor­ 
tance in the treatm ent of consumption. 
He would not forbid tobacco even 
where there wrere slight hemorrhages. 
All smoking by invalids should of 
course be done under the direction of 
the physician.
